Work among t the Seamen 


CHAPLAIN’S. REPORT. 
Gentlemen of th the’ Board of Trustees: : 
At the appointed time, I report to you 
on the present condition of our work among 
the seamen of this port. The past.quarter 
has been one of changes in our state and 
prospects—some for the better; some, ap- 
parently, for the worse. Among the for- 
mer is the increase of our laboring force, 
by the addition of Mrs. Kelly, a woman 
who has done good service in the same | 
work in New Bedford and New York, and 
the earnest codperation of Bro. C. C. Hun- 
ter, who has much influence among the 
“Jong-shore” population of our field of 
labor. By the aid which these have ren- 
dered us, we have been able to multiply 


our evening meetings and-increase the at- | 


tendance at them. In some weeks as many 
as eleven or twelve meetings have been 
held, and some of these have been attended 
by more than a hundred persons. In these | 
we have seen many inquirers after salva- 
tion and some hopeful conversions. We 
have added eleven new members to our 
church and dismissed three to other church- 
es. Tokens of the Holy Spirit’s working 
are constantly manifest among us, and some 
abandoned sinners have been reclaimed. 

We have organized a Marine Temper- 
ance Society, which holds weekly meetings, 
no one of which has failed to add some to 
the membership. The Society is ina very 
healthy condition, and promises to do in- 
calculable good. . 


Another encouraging fact is the increase |. 


of arrivals in our port of sailors converted 
at sea. One ship brought. us five disciples - 
of Jesus, four of whom were brought.to 
hope in God’s pardoning love by the prayers 
and personal influence of the other, who 
was himself converted but a short time be- 
fore starting on this voyage. On another 
ship a wicked sailor was awakened and 
hopefully. converted, without the presence 
in the ship of a single christian man—a_ 
work clearly of God alone. Considering 
how large a part of the life of seamen is 
passed upon the sea, and away from the | 
means of grace, it would seem to be a prime 
end of religious instruction upon the land, 
to train converted seamen to labor for the 
salvation of their companions while on ship- 
board. 

I said that s some: -of the changes upon our 
field are apparently for the worse. I trust 
that the worse may be only apparent, and 
not real. One of these changes is the large 
falling off, for some weeks: past, in’ attend- 
ance upon our Sabbath meetings. But’ this 
is due to two-causes, neither of which indi- 
cate any real decline of our work. Jet. Itis 
the season. when thousands. of seamen, re- 
joicing at any opportunity to escape from 
the woes of a sailor’s life, are seeking em- 
ployment in the mines or among the farm- 
ers. And again, it is the season when nu- 
merous Sabbath excursions draw out-of the 
city the crowds of those from whose ranks 
our congregations are largely gathered.”

San Francisco, June Ist, 1866, 


From Rev. E. §. Lacy. 


Editors of the Pacific: 
J am glad to see that you are inciting 


among all your other efforts for good. I 
wish now to tell you what I have observed 
in wine-growing, countries, and to give you 
the result of many inquiries concerning the 
drinking habits of the people. The testi- 
mony of travelers in Europe, as far as. I 
ever heard, was to the effect. that intoxica- 
tion was very little known in wine prodac- 
ing districts, and that if wines were only 
cheap and unadulterated in America, the 
vices of intemperance would..be greatly 
abated, if not entirely:-removed. I was so 
well convinced by such unaniious testimo- 
ny, that I regarded. the introduction of the 
wine culture in California, and its general 
increase as a harbinger of public. good, and 
as a kind of assurance of general morality. 
I have just spent six months in a country 


nothing but work in their vineyards; where 
wine is cheap and pure, and far more the 
beverage of the laboring classes than wa- 
ter; where none think of making a dinner | 
without a bottle of wine; where all the 
scenery about is of the moat elevating and 
ennobling character.

Therefore, in your warfare ‘with vice; do 
not, be deceived by the cry that pure wine 
is harmless, or that the sobriety of a coun- 
try is improved by flowing wine-presses on 
every ranch; but remember that there is 
positive testimony in support of the strong 
probabilities against such-assertions..

porter, etc., does not alterits property ; they 
retain the same intoxicating or poisonous, 
principle unchanged. 

5. When’ alcohol ‘is taken into the stom- 
ach in any form, it excites the mucus mem- 


brane, and. immediately. acts. upon the 
nervous system, is carried into the circula- 


tion of the blood, and effects every fibre of 
the body; and is found in different secre- 
tions unchatiged in its nature. 

6. Alcohol taken into the body, paralyzes:

They have:nine mis- 
sion stations in Africa, over» 40,000 acres. 
of land appropriated to the missionary. ser- 
vice, and more than a hundred converts. 
Preachers have also gone from his institute 


Germans;ia our western States. In 1854 
he started a monthly ..paper to diffase mis- 
sionary news among his people, which, has 
now a Circulation. of 14,000, the largest of 
any religious periodical in Germany. ! 

With all the immense ‘additional toil 
which the oversight of these great enter- 
prises required, his custom being--ta:, 
twelve hours a day over his books or cor- 
respondence, while he seldom retired to 
rest before two or threé’ o'clock at night; 
Pastor Harms did not neglect his parochial’ 
duties... He preached ‘three times :on the}. 
Sabbath, often two hours: at atime, and, 
held a daily evening exercise of prayer for 
an hoor at the: parsonage) people 
were. trained to systematic. giving, every: 
member of his church bringing ;to him each , 
week, for missions, as God had prospered 
bim. ‘There are'no beggars, no drunkards, 
no ragged, straggling children, and no pau- 
pers in bis parish. In every house there | 
is family prayer morning and evening; no, 
one is absent from church services on the 
Sabbath or in the week, except from sick- 
ness.
